Washington, June 27.—The huse bill 
amendatory of the census act (as to gen- 
eral and special schedules of industries) 
was reported by Mr. Hale from the commit- 
tee on the eleyenth census and passed.

Whereas, At no time has so large a propor- 
tion of the American people been employed 
at so high wages, and the purchasing of the 
necessities aud comforts of life at so low 
prices as in the year 1892, and 

Whereas, The balance of trade has never 
been so large in favor of the United States as 
in the last year; and, 

Whereas, ‘hese conditions exist and are 
largeiy due to the republican policy of “pro- 
teciion;’’ therefore, 

Resolyed, That the committee on finance 
be and hereby is directed to inquire into the 
effect of the policy of ‘tariff for revenue only”’ 
upon the lnbor and industries of the United 
States and to report on the same to the sen- 
ate. 

_Mr. Cockerell suggested that the fesolu-

All committee 
amendments were agreed to without ques- 
tion, except that reinstating the Utah com- 
mission, abolished by the house bill, which 
was reserved for action. It was then open 
to general amendment. 

Mr. Platt moved to insert an item for 
nine marshals at $2,500 each for the cir- 
cuit court of appeals. 

Mr. Berry opposed the amendment and 
declaimed against the extravagance of the 
republicans in the two houses. He asked 
Mr. Allison, in charge of the bill, what in- 
creases had been made in the bil by the 
amendments of the committee on appropria- 
tions. 

Mr. Allison replied that the amendments 
recommended by .the committee increased 
the appropriations in the bill by $351,000. 
This was chiefly for additions to appropria- 
tions for the senate, ineluding clerks to sen- 
ators. It also included increases for the 
mint service, the director of the mint hay- 
ing stated that the effect of small appropria- 
tions by the house would be to close up the 
mints. He asked Mr. Berry to point out 
any .extravagance or wastefulness in the 
bill.

Tragedy in a Courtroom in New York 
City. 


BIVINS AVENGES HIS. SISTER'S ROIN 


By Putting a Ball Through the 
Heart of Her Betrayer. 


THE GREAT EXCITEMENT IT CAUSED. 


Women Scream and Faint, Bailiffs Are 
Dumiounded, and the Judge 
Prevents a Panic. 


New York, June 27.—Max  Cierget, 
eighteen years old, was shot and instantly 
killed in part 1 of the court of general 
sessions this morning by Edward Divins, 
of No. 652 Washington street. Clerget had 
been arraigned before Judge Martine on 
the charge of assaulting Divins’s fifteen- 


year-old sister, Sarah, on the 18th instant, ° 


and pleaded guilty. He was then remand- 
ed for sentence until Thursday and as he 
turned and walked through the aisle to 
return to the prisoners’ pen, young Divins 
arose, and holding a self-cocking derringer 
to Clerget’s heart, fired before. a hand 
could be outstretched to restrain him. Cler- 
get fell dead. 

Instantly the courtroom was in com- 
motion. Women secra@zmed and fled, and 
men swayed to and fro to get near to the 
murderer and his victim. Divins, when 
arrested, was yery cool and went out of 
the courtroom with two policemen, who 
escorted him to the city hall police station. 
The body of Clerget was removed soon af- 
terwards and Judge Martine adjourned 
court for the day. 

Divins’s sister lived with her widowed 
sister, who had married Clerget’s brother 
and helped care for the children. She was 
alone on the 18th instant when Clerget 
visited his sister-in-law’s house at 543 
East Fifteenth street and assaulted the

The Dramatic Scene. 


A few minutes before young Clerget was 
shot, Rey. Thomas Dixon had been called 
upon the’ plead to the indictment of libeling 
Excise Commissioner Koch, and then Cler- 
get steppped to the bar to plead. He seem- 
ed to feel his position keenly. His face 
was very white, and perspiration stood in 
beads on his forehead. The little girl whom 
he had ruined was in court and began to 
ery softly as Clerget admitted his guilt. 
The prisoner never looked at her. 

“Remanded until Thursday for sentence,” 
said Judge Martine. 

Up to this point the case had been con- 
ducted in a rigid routine way and little or 
no me eg cha paid Ra the prisoner, as = 
turne is back on the judge and_ st; 
or ‘the “prisohers” pen” ae ne et 
near the pen on an end of one of the 
benches reserved for the public. One side 
is partially paralyzed and he is a thin, em- 
aciated looking man, As Clerget approach- 
ed him, his blue eyes blazed with fire. He 
leaned partly forward. People afterward 
remembered that he held one hand in his 
jacket pocket. Clerget saw him just as he 
neared the pen. He faltered and raised his 
hand in a deprecating way toward Divins, 
who sprang torward,. put his pistol close 
to the left breast of his sister’s betrayer 
and fired one shof. Clerget fell'dead on his 
back. Tor an _ instant there was not an- 
otHer sound in the room. The smoke from 
the pistol mounted in the air. Divins stood 
over his victim, a fiendish hate on his face 
and his derringer pointed down at the mo- 
tionless figure on the floor. 

The police finally awoke from _ their 
lethargy and jumped for the murderer. 
He made no resistance and was led into the 
hall. Then he became hysterical and cried 
aloud for his sister. 

There Was Great Excitement. 


Meanwhile the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed. A number of women im attendance 
as witnesses in an arson trial, which has 
been going on for some time, made a mad 
rush for the door. With reasonable pres- 
ence of mind Judge Martine ordered the 
doors closed and then directed the officers 
to let the people out quietly. Judge Mar- 
tine especially directed the clearing of the 
courtroom and then adjourned court. 

Divins was promptly arraigned before 
the coroner _who had previously viewed 
the body. Divins gave his age as twenty- 
five and his residence at 447 Kast Sixteenth 
street. The coroner asked him 
why he shot the man. The prisoner 
made no reply. At times, however, he 
complained that the handcuffs hurt him and 
demanded that they be loosened. He had

_ On the way to the coroner’s offic 
lice said that the prisoner” had aoe Saga 
statement to the effect that the dead man 
had ruined his sister and that he shot him 
for so doing. : 

The murdered man was about five feet 
ten inches in height and in death had the 
appearance ;\of having been a _ repulsive- 
looking fello... He was a Frenchman, born 
in Paris, and had been in this country less 
than two years. He had been a messenger 
but at the time of the commission of the 
crime against the girl was out of employ- 


ment.. . 

Hardly had the excitement caused by Cler- 
get's murder subsided when another scene 
interrupted the trial in part three of the 
same court in the same building. 

John Hied was on trial charged with an 
assault on eight-year-old Rosa Lieber, of 
130 Willett street, on March 8, 1891. The 
ease had just been closed when a well- 
dressed man sitting among the spectators 
sprang suddenly to his feet and yelled: 

“Who's got a rope? Who’s got a rope?” 

The . excited individual was quickly 

unced upon by several court officers and 

istled out of the courtroom and building.

Raleigh, N. C., June 27.—(Special.)—

vote in North Carolina. He is said by them 
to be a very strong man and it is further 
said that the North Carolina delegates, who 
go entirely uninstructed, will be prompt in 
voting for him as soon as they are shown 
that he is in line with them.

FOR DISABLED VETERANS. 


A Fund to Be Raised in South Carolina~A 
Convention Called. 


. Charleston, S. C., June 27.—(Special.)— 
A convention of the confederate veterans 
of the state has been called, to meet in 
Columbia on July 19th, for the purpose of 
effecting an organization similar to that of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. Ex- 
Senator Wade Hampton will preside. The 
plan which is to be adopted in all southern 
states is one of organization for the pur- 
pose of raising a fund and applying the 
interest to the relief of disdbled confeder- 
ate veterans and widows and orphans of 
confederate soldiers, and, incidentally, to 
preserve the history of the confederacy. 
The plan has been approved by the ex- 
confederate leaders throughout the south, 
and, it is claimed, had the endorsement 
of General Lee before his death. 

The promoters of the plan also say that 
over a hundred ex-confederate soldiers have 
promised, without solicitation, to aid the 
work by assisting in raising the funds, 


TREMBLING WITH TERROR, 


Several Earthquake Shocks in Mexico—Vol- 
canic Eruptions. 


Guadalajara, Mexico, June 27.—The peo- 
ple of this place and surrounding country 
have been in a state of terror for the past 
two days on account .of repeated shocks of 
earthquakes. The first shock occurred on 
Friday night, lasting eighteen seconds, the 
vibrations running from southwest to north- 
east. Glass in the windows was broken, 
and plastering in many buildings cracked. 
Hundreds of people took refuge in the 
streets. At daylight Saturday~-morning a 
second shock occurred, causing great 
disaster. No less than 100 buildings were 
completely wrecked. Several persons were 
seriously cm feat but none killed.

Nashville, Tenn., June 27.—(Special.)— 
Will Bates, a thirty-year-old farmer of Bed- 
ford ‘county, was lynched by his neighbors 
in the courthouse yard at Shelbyville, Tenn., 
this. morning at 11 o'clock. The charge 
against him was wife murder and that he 
was guilty there is but little doubt. Mrs. 
Bates was beaten to death with a fence 
rail last Thursday morning while gathering 
vegetables fom dinner. The alleged discov- 
ery of the crime was made by Bates when 
he went to-the house for dinner, and he 
started the report that his wife had been 
outraged and murdered. Her skull had 
been crushed and her face horribly muti- 
lated. Unfortunately for Bates, there ap- 
peared before the coroner’s jury a neighbor 
wyoman who swore that she had seen Bates 
beating his wife and had heard her scream- 
ing. He was at once taken into custody 
and slipped away to the Shelbyville jail, 
where his father, Scott Bates, was already 
locked up on a charge of horse stealing, 
and herein is 

The Motive for the Murder. 

Seott Bates had declared that he could 
prove by his son that he had stayed with 
him the night the horse stealing occurred. 
Will Bates was willing to swear this and 
endeavored to get his wife’s promise to 
swear the same, but she refused. Bates 
visited his father two days before the mur- 
der and it is charged that the murder was

~ Phe facts becoming known, the citizens 
of Bates’s neighborhood began gathering in 
Shelbyville early this morning and the 10 
o’clock train brought nearly a hundred men 

om neighboring towns. = 
gg pe ET they marched to the jail, 
and were refused admission. They clam- 
bered over the fence, seized the keys from 
Sheriff: Moore, and, within ten minutes, 
led out Will Bates, with a rope around his 
neck. 

Scott Bates, his father, followed, also 
wearing a hempen noose. Will Bates was 
badly frightened, by turns ‘praying and 
cursing and protesting his innocence. Scott 
Bates was now brought forward to take 
leave of his son.

A relative of the murdered wife climbed 
the tree and tied’the rope, and Will Bates 
was soon dangling in the air. Then the 
cry arose: 

“Hang the old villain, also.” But citi- 
zens interfered, and addressed the crowd. 
Scott Bates was being dragged toward the 
tree when W. G. Hight, of Shelbyville, 
eut the rope from Bates’s neck. Instantly 
an excited countryman struck him full iu 
the face. A serious difficulty was nar- 
rowly averted by the intervention of cooler 
heads. The mob finally allowed the sheriff 
to. return Scott Bates to jail. He was 
placed in a buggy, and at once started for 
Murfreesboro. 

Learning of this, the mob started in 
pursuit. A late telegram from Shebbyville 
says the sheriff abandoned the buggy two 
miles from town, and started through the 
woods with Bates. If he is captured, an- 
other lynching will occur. The family have 
a bad reputation, and are said to be 
descendants of the notorious Murrells.

That a Midnight Conflagration Painted 
on the Clouds. 


Upon the lowering black clouds that hung 


over Hobo Hollow there was reflected a 
picture in flaming colors just at midnight 


last night. 

Rising from the very heart of the notori- 
ous hollow was a sheet of flame that reach- 
ed out its red tongue as if eager to destroy 
the entire vicinity. 

With blanched faces and wide open eyes 
from ‘which sleep had fled the residents of 
Hobo Hollow watched the glowing picture 
on the clouds that seémed to hang over 
them like a threat of coming doom. 

‘Brighter and brighter the picture grew, 
and the black clouds seemed denser and 
heavier each instant, until finally the flood- 
gates were unloosed and the water poured 
down in torrents, blotting out that omin- 
ous picture hanging like a flood of fire over 
the wicked and wayward hollow. 

When the rain had drenched the fire- 
gutted building, whose burning walls had 
threatened the entire district with destruc- 
tion, leaving only black ruins, the scared 
denizens sank upon their couches troubled 
and distressed at the narrow escape which 
they had made. 

And there was something connected with 
that fire which, when considered, might well 
make the wicked Hobo Hollowites quake 
with fear. 

Just before midnight last night a flyin 
missile, hissing and spitting out sparks o 
fire, was hurled through one of the front 
upstairs windows of the house which was 
burned. 

The house is just two doors from the 
Bone home and is occupied by eight noto- 
rious women. Mattie Smith is proprietor 
of the place. , 

When the burning missile was furled 
through one of the upper windows last night 
& gay scene was being enacted in the par- 
lor’ below. 

As soon as the flying ball of fire struck 
the floor of the room thére was a loud re- 
port, and in a half minute the room was 
enveloped in flames. 

An ularm was sent in from Box 221, at 
the corner of Elliott and Foundry streets, 
quickly followed by an akarm from box 52, 
Mangum and Mitchell streets. 

‘ie house was burning rapidly wien the 
firemen reached the spot, but they went to 
work manfully. The house was almost en- 
tirely destroyed, with its contents. 

The burning was the work of an incen- 
diary, but what prompted the incendiary 
to hurl the explosive missile into the build- 
ing is a cause of great anxiety to the Hobo 
Holiowites.

MIGHT HAVE BEEN WORSE. 


A Big Blaze Flickers Up on Marietta Street

A general alarm was rung in from box

The conflagration was in the very center 
of the block and was hard to locate. The 
firemen found great difficulty in getting to 
the flames. Two hose were run up a stair- 
way on Forsyth street and one was carried 
up from Broad. 

These three streams were turned upon the 
blaze, which had now gone into a confla- 
gration, threatening, destructive and men- 
acing the safety of ail the buildings sur- 
rounding. | . 

The firemen found that the blaze was in 
a storeroom used by P. H. Snook & Son for 
storing furniture, and that the bright blaze 
was caused, by burning mattresses and ex- 
celsior. ‘ 

As soon as the streams were turned on 
the flames it was short work to get them 
under control. But it was a work of several 
hours to entirely extinguish the flames. 
Considering the extent of the flames the 
damage was small. 

Nearly all the furniture in the storeroom 
was either burned up or badly damaged.

News from Gainesville. 


Gainesville, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)— 
We were shown by Mr. W. 8S. Cox, on 
last Saturday, a bunch of oats taken from 
a three-quarter acre patch on his farm, 
some seven or eight miles west of this city, 
which was the product of one single grain. 
By actual count there were 130 full grown 
stalks five feet in length, besides a num- 
ber of shorter ones from twelve to eight- 
een inches long. The heads on the large 
stalks were very heavy, and counting oue 
grain to a mesh, the heads contained from 
oD6 to 121 each, or an average of about 
ninety grains. On close examination it was 
found that at least half of the meshes 
contained two well developed grains; this 
of course would add 50 per cent to the ag- 
gregate, say 130 heads averaging ninety 
meshes with one grain to the mesh would 
be 11,700. Now if half the meshes had two 
grains this would make the total number 
17,555. Mr. Cox thinks there are many 
other bunches in his lot about as prolific 
‘as the one shown us and he believes he 
will gather—should no disaster happen— 
at least seventy-five bushels of clean oats 
from this three-quarters of an acre, or at 
the rate of 100 bushels per acre. 

This evidences what intensive farming 
will do in this section, especally when the 
work is directed by as energetic and intel- 
ligent a gentleman as Mr. Cox. The va- 
riety this specimen is of is what is called 
the grazing or turf oat. : 

The heavy rains that have prevailed in 
this section since last Saturday have, it 
is thought, done some damage to the wheat, 
most of which has been cut and is standing 
shocked up in the fields. Should the wet

A SUIT AGAINST A BAILIFF. 


Mrs. Octavia Fleming Files a Petition

The “Wildcat” Business. 

We find in a few of our western ex- 
changes—some of them of the democratic 
faith—sundry objections to that part of 
the democratic platform which demands 
the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on 
the circulation of state banks.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

The New York Sun says: “‘ “The true power 
of a lawyer lies in his ability to make a 
clear statement,’ according to Mr. 
Webster, who himself possessed that ability. 
The remark may properly be applied to 
others besides lawyers. It may be applied. 
for example, to writers, the writers of books 
and writers for magazines and journals. The 
ability to make a clear statement is not pos- 
sessed by all writers, and the fact is to be re- 
gretted. Webster's remark may also properly 
be applied to public speakers, many of whom 
are incapable of making a clear statement. 
and hence lack the true power of oratory. It 
muy likewise be applied to preachers, very 
many of whom do not even attempt to culti- 
yate the power of clear statement. This is 
to be regretted. We are disposed to entertain 
the opinion that, of all kinds of thinkers, it 
is the men of science who possess, in the 
highest degree, the ability of making clear 
siatements; and there are reasons why this 
should be so. But even some of these men 
offer us very muddled statements, that ob- 
fuscate the mind. Dr. Austin Abbott, the 
dean of the New York University Law school, 
recently quoted Mr. Webster’s remark, and 
made a comment upon it which may look 
very commonplace, but which is in reality 
profound. Here it is: ‘Clear statement is 
the result of clear thinking.’ We therefore 
say to all beok writers and newspaper 
writers, to all preachers and professors, to 
all stump speakers and lecturers, to all law- 
yers and judges, and to everybody else, both 
women and men: Learn to think clearly, so 
that you may be able to make clear state- 
ments for our instruction and. entertainment.’’

That night the Cleveland leaders had a 
conference in Mr. Whitney’s parlors, and the 
advisability of making a fight on the com- 
mittee’s recommendation was seriously con- 
sidered. It had been understood that Hon. 
W. L. Wilson was to have been the tempo- 
rary chairman, and the committee’s report 
did not harmonize with the plans of the 
Cleveland men. Was it wise to make the 
fight? If there had been any doubt that Mr. 
Cleveland was already assured of two-thirds 
of the convention the conference would un- 
questionably have determined to present a 
straightout Cleveland man for chairman, but 
everybody present was satisfied that the fight 
was whipped, and that it would therefore be 
injudicious to oppose the committee’s recom- 
mendation. But as Wilson had béen slated 
for the temporary chairmanship, and had been 
so informed, it was agreed that he must be 
made permanent chairman. And with this 
understanding the conference adjourned. 


The convention met next day, went through 
the work of temporary organization and ad- 
journed. The committee on permanent or- 
ganization assembied in the afternoon, each 
state being represented by one member. Gen- 
eral Harrison, of Alabama, put duBignon’s 
name in nomination for permanent chairman. 
Tilinois seconded it. Bill Clifton, who was 
Georgia’s member on the committee, see- 
ing that with only a few houts for work much 
could be accomplished, particularly as abso- 
lutely nothing had been done looking to du- 
Bignon’s making the race, moved that the 
committee adjourn from 5 o’clock to 8 in the 
evening. The motion was lost by the close 
vote of 24 to 26. In the meantime Clifton 
hid gone for duBignon, who knew nothing 
of the movement in his favor. The latter 
promptly appeared before the committee and 
insisted that his name be not considered, stat- 
ing that the friends of Mr. Cleveland in cau- 
cus had selected Mr. Wilson, and that it was 
proper that due deference should be paid to 
their wishes. He asked that there be no di- 
vision and withdrew his name with the state- 
ment that it had not been presented by his 
desire or his consent. Notwithstanding this, 
when the roll was called it was found that 
thirteen states had voted for duBignon finy 
way, among them being Illinois, Montana, 
Alabama, Georgia, New York, Florida, South 
Jarolina, Arizona, Iowa and North Carolina. 
Had he not appeared before the committee 
against himself it is more than probable that 
he would have been made the permanent 
chairman of the convention. 


It is a singular fact that of all the great 
men at the Chicago convention, the effort of 
but one stands pre-eminent as a master stroke 
ef oratory. But no orator ever held his audi- 
ence better than did Bourke Cockran, and it 


i= doubtful if a great- : 
livered under more disadvantageous 


circumstances or uninviting surround- 
ings. The convention had assembled at 5 
o’clock in the afternoon and it was 
after 2 o’clock the next morning that Cock- 
ran begun his address. For nine hours the 
vast audience of 20,000 souls had been kept 
in their seats listening to the dreary monotony 
of a tariff debate and being worn out by the 
more dreary fatigue of nominating and 
seconding speeches. The restlessness of the 
audience at the useless formality of calling 
the roll’ of states for secoading speeches did 
rot have the slightest effect in demonstrating 
to the windy statesmen, who were determined 
to take advantage of their opportunity, that 
their graceful silence would have been vasily 
preferable. They spoke and the audience 
yelled. Finally it -became 80 wearyiug tliat 
the hungry and tired multitude made up its 
mind that it would not be bored with any 
more effervescings of embryonic orators. 
The galleries assaulted them boldly and cat 
calls and interruptions became the order of 
the hour. The chair was powerless to pre 
serve order and the clerk was still calling 
the roll of the states. 


Did you ever notice that in almost any 
ssemblage of a few men there is genecrully 
one whose ability to embark a pyrotechnic 
fusilade of meaningless figures and fire vol- 
leys of winding sentences, pushes him to the 
frcnt at the gentlesp demand for an orator—a 
man who talks first because he thinks he can 
talk, and yet who says nothing. Well, most 
of the state delegations had just such a mem- 
ber and by strangely concerted action these 
were iLe men who were put up to second th 
nominating speeches. Of course there were ex- 
ceptions, and notable exceptions, but the 
audience did not make any distinction. Elo- 
quent John Daniel, of Virginia, was no more 
in that whirlwind, of restiessness than was 
the newest orator of the lot. He started off 
well and held the andience for five or ten 
minutes, but after that fell like the others. 
until Bourke Cockran./ angered at the failure 
of the senator’s argument on the situation in 
New York to receive attention, rose like a 
lion, in his chair and said: “Mr. Chairman, 
if the convention will not listen to the cause 
of the delegation from New York we are 
ready to leave the hall.’”’ The chair rapped 
vigorously for order and Virginia’s senator 
was allowed to finish in peace, but it was 
about the only address, to that time, which 
had been brought to a harmonious, not to 
say voluntary, conclusion. 


It was in this frame that the convention re- 
ceived Bourke Cockran at 2 o’clock a. m. It 
was eager for the ballot and was exhausted by 
the long work of the night. Yet it was to be 
addressed by an orator whose avowed pur- 
pose was to overthrow the determination of 
an overwhelming majority of the audience. 
He was to attack Cleveland before a jury of 
Cleveland men. He was to defend Tammany 
and argue that the regular delegation ex- 
pressed the real sentiment of the democracy 
of New York, when more than two-thirds of 
the convention had firmly decided that no 
argument on either point would cause it to 
revoke its determination. This vast audience 
of Cleveland sympathizers had already howled 
down a half dozen orators of its own line of 
thinking—why should it now, at 2 o'clock in 
the morning, give quiet and respectful hearing 
to a man who was to attack their citadel? ©

Mr. Comer Has Gone North Again—Term!- 
nal Scored. => 


_ President H. M. Comer has gone to New 
ork again, The Savannah News says, to 
mike some further arrangements for the 
Central's July interest. he News says 
that he has not secured all the money 
necded, 

_ Word comes from New York that Mr. 
Comer, on his last trip there, partly made 
un urrangement with the bondholders to 
wait awhile for their interest. He is said 
to have shown them plainly that if they 
press the Central and cause it to default, 
the Speyers, Who are carrying the floating 
debt, will come in under their contract and 
thump the breath out of the said bond- 
hoiders. But, then, there is the other 
horn, if the interest is deferred and the 
Central fails to meet that floating debt in 
the fall, the Speyers are liable to sell out 
the eleven or twelve millions of securities, 
which they hold for a loan of five millions. 

Mr. Morgan’s plans, as to the Central, 
would be interesting, and a great many peo- 
ple are curious to learn. It is likely, 
though, that he will not announce any 
plans for the Central until some legal 
questions are determined. 

The New York Times suggests that Re 
ceivers Oakman,of the Terminal; Huide- 
koper and Foster, of the Danville; McGhee 
and Ifink, of the Kast Tennessee, and 
Comer, of the Central, get together, or- 
ganize a board of their own, and elect a 
president. 

The papers in the East Tennessee’s re- 
ceivership case were filed in the United 
States court here yesterday. General 
Thomas does not want the East Tennessee 
reorganized along with the Terminal and 
the’ Danville: © a reorganization is 
going on, he wants to have a hand in it. 
He has put the East Tennessee through 
two reorganizations, and has his wind for 
a third round. 

The New York Times says that orders 
of arrest are talked of in connection with 
discoveries made by those who have been 
looking into the Terminal’s affairs. It goes 
on to say: 

Some strange rumors have been whispered 
about lately—rumors of criminal action to be 
begun against at least two prominent persons 
connected with the Richmond Terminal sys- 
tem, and another person less well known. It 
is also said that the personal history of a 
fourth will be discovered to have been more 
striking than creditable. There may be noth- 
ing in these rumovs, which at present are 
vague and shadowy; and on the other hand. 
there may be a good deal in them. If any 
one can possibly imagine that the big, spraw- 
ling Richmond Terminal system was put to- 
gether honestly, that all the intricate stock 
deals by which its several parts were tangled 
up were honestly conducted, that it has been 
honestly and efficiently managed until the 
whole concern has landed in bankruptcy—if 
any one can imagine aught but fraud and dis- 
honesty running through the whole, he must 
be a marvel of innocence. Now if it be true 
that there has been dishonesty in varied and 
flagrant forms running through the _ history 
of the Richmond Terminal company, if it be 
true that in the upturning which is only now 
beginning, discoveries have been made which 
suggest criminal prosecutions, out of this 
may have grown the rumors of the orders of 
arrest ready to be issued. 

No names are mentioned and the rumors 
have probably very little basis. The weit: 
quoted above deals more in conjectures thuno 
facts. He says further: 

It will be a gain to the cause of honest 
management of corporations, and to public 
morality, if in the course of straightening 
out the affairs of the Richmond Terminal 
system, a thorough exposure can be made of 
the methods by which. this conglomerate of 
8.000 miles of railroad was put together; wha 
were the chief beneficiaries of the several 
deals by which the various companies were 
hitched together; and how it comes that at 
last they have all to go into bankruptcy to- 
gether. Some great scandals would certainly 
he unearthed in the course of the investiga- 
tion, and it is a possibility that some of the 
parties might have the alternate »resented 
them of making restitution to avoid Worse eon 
sequences. It is not forgotten that the Fast 
Tennessee road was first brought prominently 
before the public in connection with the 
wrecking of the Metropolitan bank. Then 
there was the wild speculation in the Rich- 
mond and Danville securities, which resulted 
sO disastrqusly ; and as to the amount of 
Richmond “lrerminal stock afloat at any one 
time, no one but the insiders eould know, 
seeing that the charter of the company is 80 
delightfully elastic that they can put it out 
and take it about as they like.

It Is an Interesting Case, and Will Occupy 
Two or Three Days—The Sup- 
posed Motive. 


Annie Searcy was arraigned yesterday 
before Judge Richard Clark. 

The charge of the indictment was that 
last January she set fire to her own house. 

The house in which the defendant lived, 
and which is located in one of the “dark 
corners” of Atlanta, was insured for a sum 
of money, it is alleged, considerably in ex- 
cess of its market value, dnd it was to get 
the insurance money, the accusation alleges, 
that the crime was committed. 

Arson is a capital offense and the penalty 
for setting fire to a house within the city 
limits is death, provided the jury does not 
recommend the prisoner to mercy. The 
proceedings, therefore, are of more than us- 
ual interest, as the defendant is on trial for 
her life. 

The Case Opened. 

The defendant was represented by Mr. 
W. T. Moyers, assisted by Mr. George T. 
Roberts. Acting Solicitor B. H. Hill ap- 
peared for the state. 

“A jury was impaneled by 12 o'clock, ‘con- 


| sisting of the following jurors. S. C. Cal- 


laway, John Cobb, L. J. Thompson, T. M. 
Butt, G. A. Webster, M. N. Daley, J. P. 
T. Roper, T. J. Shepard, Joseph R. Ormand, 
T..E. MecNear, W. E. Wood and T. B. 
Kelly, colored. 

The first witness put upon the stand was 
Detective Cason. He testified that he was 
present when the fire started and that the 
blaze and smoke originated almost simulta- 
neously in two separate rooms. The fire 
appeared from a subsequent examination to 
have been kindled in the beds, which were 
removed from both the fireplace and we 
lamp. It was at night and in the month of 
January. The doors were locked and the 
keys were afterwards found under the 
house. : 

Chief Joyher was sworn and _ testified 
substantially the same thing. eae 

The next witness introduced was Minnie 
Thompson. She testified that she left her 
room in the evening and bolted her door 
allowing the key to remain in the lock. 
When she returned in the course of an 
hour the house was in flames and her door 
locked with the key missing. 

Sarah Jones and her daughter, Martha, 
who lived in the lot adjacent, testified that 
they saw Annie Searcy. with two other wo- 
men in the room. A light was dimly burn- 
ing and they were conversing in a sub- 
dued undertone. Annie Searcy made her 
exit through the window and in a few mo- 
ments a volume of smoke proceeding out 


‘of the window announced that the room 


was on fire. 

Flora Brown, another inmate of the 
house, testified that she also, like Minnie 
Thompson, had left her room with the key 
in the door. When she came back the door 
was locked and the key wanting. Her bed 
and the room were burning. 

Detective Looney testified that he had 
found a lot of trunks, five in number, in 
the custody of Kitty Dixon, a colored wo- 
man living in another quarter of the city. 
The trunks contained several articles of 

ersonal wear, crockery and other merchan- 
ise and were claimed by Annie Searcy. 

Kitty Dixon was next introduced and tes- 
tified that the trunks were brought to her

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Against His Two Daughters, 
THEY FAILED TO MAKE OUT A CASE, 


And the Ugly Charge Is Not Sustained. 
Lula, the Younger Daughter, Is Miss- 
ing—Her W hereabouts Unknown. 


The tables in the Walker case- have 
turned and the old man who was charged 
with the unnatural crime against his 
daughters has been released. | 

Before the trial yesterday popular sym- 
pathy was with the two young girls and it 
was generally supposed the old man would 
‘have to go to jail to wait a hearing before 
the superior court. 

A. different aspect, however, was given to 
the case on the hearing and Judge Man- 
ning, after hearing only a part of the evi- 
dence, decided that the defendant . was 
“more sinned against than sinning.” 

Mr. Walker was represented by Frank 
L. Haralson, formerly the state librarian, 
and was assisted by the-lawyer-evangelist, 
Hinton P. Wright. 

The terrible accusation against him is 
already familiar to the public. It is also 
known that the prosecuting witnesses were 
his two daughters, Lula and Ida. 

The defendant yesterday. morning enter- 
ed the courtroom of Judge Manning with 
his two lawyers. There was a care-worn, 
troubled expression about his face, as he 
cast his eyes over the scene of spectators, 
otherwise he appeared to be perfectly cool 
and seemed to await the judge’s decision 
with hopeful confidence. 

Lula Is Missing. 


It was a surprse to everybody when the 
case was called that the younger daughter, 
Lula, was found to be absent. 

“Where is she?’ asked Judge Manning. 

The bailiff who was given the paper to 
serve replied that he had looked for her 
in several places, but had not been able 
to find her. Her aunt, Mrs. Collins, who 
was present as one of the witnesses, knew 
nothing whatever of her whereabouts, and 
another aunt who was also present sug- 
gested that she had probably left town. 

The. judge thought it strange that one of 
the prosecutors in the case was not present 
and so expressed himself when he found 
that she was not in the courtroom. 

_ Lula was the first witness that the prose- 
cution had arranged to introduce and, be- 
ing absent, her sister lda was put upon the 
stand.

ter of transportation, and we hope you can 
take a day off, as it will pay you. 

Should these experiments succeed, and we 
have the most flattering prospects now that 
any country could ask, there is no telling the 
benefits that will accrue to the glorious coun- 
try traversed by the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad. The great advantages that 
tobacco has over cotton are numerous, the 
two most important of which are: First, it is 
a very much more profitable crop for the 
planter, and second, it requires very little 
capital to manufacture it; while with cotton, 
it requires an enormous outlay of money -to 
erect and equip a factory to make the coarsest 
grades of cotton goods. Any community can 
raise the few thousand dollars necessary to 
manufacture the entire product of any section 
and thereby save the profit of manufacturing 
as well as growing the crop, and at the same 
time build up your town as has been done in 
all the tobacco-growing sections of the United 
States.

CLANKING OF CHAINS AND GROANS 


Heard Nightly by Large Crowds That Visit 
the Scene—The Whizzging of 
Flying Stones. 


Cuthbert, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)— 
Cuthbert does not usually tie on to haunted 
houses and ghost stori¢és. In fact, she has 
furnished by few, if any, before fur publi- 
cation or otherwise. But she has a_ real 
live one on hand now which is attracting 
wonderful attention. Cold chills seize 
hold of those in the neighborhood and 
their halr is caused to stand straight from 
fright. The scene of all this mystery and 
confusion is on the Yarbrough plantation, 
northwest of Cuthbert about eight miles.

Whether this 
has anything to do with the matter or not, 
no one knows, but it only has happened 
since that time. Night after night it has 
been kept up and now the whole communi- 
ty is aroused. 

The Haunted House. 

Young Messrs. Richard, Foy, John and 
Harry’ Yarbrough live in the house. It is 
a four-room house with two maim front 
rooms and two shed rooms in the rear, 
with a hall between. It is particularly in 
one of these shed rooms that these myste- 
rious happenings take place. Unusual and 
unearthly noises and mysterious happen- 
ings occur—the clanking of chains and yet 
they can’t find the chain; mysterious falling 
stones, and pieces of irous and yet they 
don’t harm or hurt them and parties are 
unable to locate them. Parties are diligent 
in their searches and yet can’t unravel the 
mystery. The room is ceiled overhead, the 
doors closed and likewise the windows. A 
party from Cuthbert, composed of Dr. ; 
J. and Mathew Wade, Ab Jones, Sam 
Hilman, ‘om Byors, Elmwood Martin and 
Sut Baldwin “went out last night and cor- 
roborate the above. ‘Tonight another party 
goes put, and this will be kept up, no doubt, 
until some solution of this mysterious prob- 
lem can be solved. Some offer the sug- 
gestion that it is a cunning device of these 
young men, but to offset this, it is said 
that Mr. Phil Yarbrough went there last 
Thursday night when the young men were 
away from home. They were known to 
have Been at a school exhibition in Spring 
Vale, and yet the same spectacle took place. 
They were away last night, when the Cuth- 
bert party arrived, and yet it went on, and 
was kept up after their arrival and when 
every one of the young men was with the 
party and in sight. No one else lives on the 
place save these young men. 

The Ghost Fired Upon. 


If it is a cunning device of some person 
he must evidently be as brave as a lion, 
for when the noise starts the firing of guns 
and pistols take place and the more the 
firing the louder the noise. It would take 
one B¥ave~indeed to stand the firing and 
bullets and buckshot flying in every direc- 
tion. It can’t be the young men, for it 
has happened when they were away from 
home, as well as when there and known 
to be with the crowd. No one else lives in 
the house. Then comes the question who 
is it and what is it? This is puzzling many 
and fias caused the neighborhood to be 
alarmed. The young men say that it is a 
usual nightly happening; that they can’t 
leave the premises as their crops are pitch- 
ed and can’t be left without their super- 
vision. They say that they can’t stand it 
much longer, however, and_ that they 
will be compelled to get another house to 
live in, in order that they may have a rest. 

It usually takes place between the hours 
of sundown and 2 o’clock in the morning. 
Party after party will continue to visit 
the spot. They are mystified—anxious, 
but at present unable, to account for the 
mystery—for it has proven to be the livest 
and most genuine one known to our people 
in years.
